) The Eight-Hour Law. 

In March, 1840, President Van Buren 
issued an order that, inasmuch as different 
rules prevailed at different places in 
respect to the hours of labor by persons 
employed on the public works, all such 
persons, whether laborers or mechanics, 
should be required to work only the num- 
ber of hours prescribed by the ten-hour 
system. Much trouble was expected by 
many to result from that order. It was 
entirely novel, and the consequence could 
Only be conjectured. No evil, however, or 
even agitation ensued. The public mind 
which at first doubted, soon acqui 
fully in the change. The work- 
ing classes now go a step furth- 
er andask that the definition of a day’s 
work shall inelude only eight hours. Be- 
fore the Presidential election, Congress 
passed a law recognizing eight hours as a 
laboring day at all the navy-yards, docks 
and arsenals. There was much opposition 
to that law. and it has now received a 
heavy blow at Washington. The present 
Secretary of the Navy desires either that 
the eight-hour law shall be repealed or that 
there shall be a reduction of wages to eight- 
tenths of what is paid to persons outside of 
the navy-yarcs, &c., who work ten hours 
per day, and the new Attorney General 
decides, that, even as the law stands, per- 
| sons working only eight hours in the navy- 
yards shall receive only sight-tenjhs of the 
wages paid to others. The subject of the 
repeal is now in the hands of the Naval 
Committee of the House.
